Oxford has still the reputation of being a 
contro of prejudices in religious matters. 
‘Oxford, famous for dead lingoages nnd | 
undying prejuctices,’ once wal Mr Juhn 
Bright, Cambridge is mare libural wud less 
pristocratic, Tt was Oxford that burnt 
Latimer ant Ridley. Macaulay reproaches 
her with iL; ‘Cambridge had made them,' 
hesmid; ‘Oxford burnt them? Tt should 
pe wdded that Macaulay was a Cambridge 
man. * 

‘The University of Oxford was founded 
in tho ninth century by Alfred the Great, 
‘and that of Cambridye datos also from the 
middlo ages. England possesses several 
othor universities: Londen, Durham, Man- 
chester, and others ; but they are of modern 
foundation, aud dy not enjoy such a reputa- 
tion as their two time-honoured sisters, 

Oxford and Cambridge are tho nurseries 
of the great men of Englunt, and it would 
de difficult to say which of tho two has pro- 
duced the greater number ; perfect harmony 
exiats between them, and they give each 
other mutual encouragement in the path of 
labour and honour, All the clergymen of 
tha Church of England have studied at 
Oxford or Cambridge, ‘Lherefore they are 
at once woll-educated men arid: gentlemen. 
They marry and bocume useful members.of 
socioty, Tho young vicar is,.very much 
sought aftor in the higher classes: he has j 
only to chouse a girl and throw tho hand- 
kerchiof, and she is his.
